Another very unsua! book which will 
appeal to any children interested in 
music is *‘ Franz Schubert and His Merry 
Friends” (Faber and Faber, 6s. net). 
This book is in the second of a series 
about famous composers, written by Opal 
Wheeler and Sybil Deucher, and illus- 
trated by Mary Greenwalt. 

It is a most interesting book, telling 
in simple style the story of Franz 
Schubert and his friends, and it includes 
some of his songs and pieces of music most 
popular with children. This book sheds 
a -new light on the ‘Unfinished 
Symphony ” :—Schubert was busy writing 
it when his friends called on him to go 
out for a picnic, so he stuffed the manu- 
script in his pocket and forgot all about 
it. 

In many ways the most unusual book of 
all is a child’s book in Irish, published 
by An Gúm. It is called ‘‘ Forairi an 
Mhachaire,” by Domhnall O Baoighill 
(An Gúm, 3s.), and consists of the ex- 
ploits of Buffalo Bill Cody and. his 
friends. This book, too, is plentifully 
illustrated with coloured pictures in the 
best Cowboy and Indian style. It is the 
sort of book to make children wish they 
had paid more attention to their Irish 
lessons at school. 


For. Smaller Children 


, 


Asangr from the three books by Hugh 
Heaton mentioned in the section 
headed ‘‘ Unusual Books,” there are two 
other very charming books published 
this Christmas for smaller children. The 
first of these is the ‘‘ Adventures of Sam 
Pig,” by Alison Uttley (Faber and Faber, 
6s. net). No doubt; many children will 
know all about the previous exploits of 
this daring traveller from the previous 
book, ‘‘ Tales of the Four Pigs and 
Brock the Badger,’’ and from the wire- 
less, as several of Sam’s adventures have 
been broadcast over the B.B.C. in the 
Children’s Hour. 

For slightly older children, ‘‘ Ghi-Lo 
the Admiral’’ (Faber and Faber, 6s. 
net) will have an irresistible appeal. 
Chi-Lo was born on a boat, and adventures 
for him began almost as soon as he could 
walk. He was the chosen leader of all 
the boys who lived on the Great River, 
and, after a struggle with the Lord 
Chamberlain, the boy becomes Admiral.

OUR more books have arrived too late 

to be put into their correct groups, 
so I shall have to deal with them all here 
in a very brief manner. 

First of all there is a new Album 
edition oof Mr. Hilaire’ Belloc’s 
‘*Gautionary Verses ” (Duckworth, 10s. 
6d. net). This edition is printed beauti- 
fully, and contains all the original draw- 
ings by B.T.B. and Nicholas Bentley. 

Next there are two books by Richard 
W. Hatch—"' The Gurious Lobster’? and 
“The Curious Lohbster’s Island ” (Cape, 
7s. 6d. each net. 

The first of these, “The Curious 
Lobster,’’ tells of how a lobster gets tired 
of life under the sea and decides to ex- 
plore the land. His adventures with the 
land animals, such as Mr. Bear, make 
most amusing reading, and the illustra- 
tions by Marion Freeman Wakeman are 
really delightful. 

“The Curious Lobster’s Island” is, 
more or less, a sequel, and tells how he

In the spring he returns to his island, 
and adventures carry on much where they 
left off. 

The last book, “The Belgian Twins,” 
by Lucy Fitch Perkins (Cape, 3s. 6d.

Miss Perkins.

“Curious Lobster’’ books are suitable 
for children of any age from about twelve 
upwards.

Most of the 
adventures told in it, although they sound 
like fairy tales, are actually founded on 
fact. The drawings and decorations by 
Grace Huxtable—especially the dust 
cover—are a delight, and make the book 
something worth having. 

The last of this type of book is “A 
Night of Adventure,” by Aloysius Roche 
(Sands, ós. 6d. net). Its title explains 
itself. Four children are evacuated from 
London. A mistaken direction takes them 
to a manor, which spies are using as a 
signalling post for enemy submarines.

HETHER it is that boys read more 
than girls, or whether it is that pub- 
lishers favour boys’ books, there is little 
doubt that the number of boys’ books 
published far exceeds that of any other 
type of book. Many of the books 
mentioned under the other headings will 
appeal to boys, and we have, in addition, 
at, least ten books which can safely be 
placed under the heading ‘‘For Boys 
Only.” : 

Most important and most attractive cf 
these books, in our opinion, is "' Klondike 
Gold,” by Hubert V. Coryell (Faber and 
Faber, 7s. 6d. net). This is truly a boy’s 
‘book. There is no false writing down to a 
youthful public ; the author sees the world 
from a boy’s point of view, It is a tale 
of adventure in the Klondike, with gold, 
glaciers, Eskimos, furs, woodcraft, ship- 
wrecks, gambling, bad men of the frontier, 
and the story of a wonderful dog all 
thrown in. 

‘* Kidnapped in Cornwall,’’ by Percy 
Woodcock (Nelson, 3s. net), tells the stor 
of a fishing boat, ‘‘ The Surprise.’’ Col. 
Marlow bought her and gave her as a 
present to his two sons, who used her to 
take part in a search for an American 
neighbour’s six-year-old son, who dis- 
appeared in mysterious circumstances.

A Day in the Life 
of a Doctor 
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The “ Popular” 
Autobiography 


Twice the Clock Round. By (George Sava.

‘| Bs agcount of twenty-four hours in 
the life of a London doctor is com- 
petent journalism. It has nó merits as 4 
piece of permanent literature, and its 
final effect on the reader is of enervation 
and a vague feeling of diagust with the 
author. George Sava iw a clever man at 
the making of a book. His skill in turn- 
ing out a readable book from the material 
of a night and a day deserves a cheer. 

But should “ great ’’ doctors write popular 
tittle-tattle books—the sort of thing that 
makes a good serial in a Sunday news- 
paper? We would wish our doctors to 
keep in the shadowy background lest when 
they advance to the footlights we find 
them ordinary fellows with commonplace 
ideas and an undignified philosophy of 
life. 


Routine 


George Sava introduces us to his surgery 
at ten o’clock in the morning, and then 
he shows us his patients, past and 
press ae sometimes imaginative— 
as they pas3 through a mind that has a 
good sense of news value. 

“Time: Nine o'clock in the morn- 
ing. Stage: My flat. My day 
begins at nine: that is, after I have 
finished swallowing three cups of tea, 
eating three small slices of toast with 
honey. No baby was in a hurry to be 
born; and no one was unlucky enough 
to find himself under a ’bus... .- 

So Dr. Sava had a good night’s sleep. 

After the usual morning routine of a 
London business man he goes to Harley 
street. Provided one can accept the 
limitations of the author, this is a read- 
able and: sometimes very entertaining 
book. 


Shades of Ethel M. Dell! 


Doctor Sava has some geod stories, even 
if they are a little medical studentish. 
And in the manner of a woman novelist or 
a Hollywood producer he has knowledge 
of the female psyche. 

“I, personally, think that an 
Englishwoman looks her best from 
eighteen to twenty-five, and then again 
after fifty. At eighteen 
generally stunid. Germanic symptons 
come to the fore. She is demure and 
pink!y-prettsy. 

Shades of Ethel M. Dell, Ruby Ayres, 
Miss Smithson. Doator Sava wrote this 
book during the early days of the war: 
he is now on military service. 

He is a good lively journalist, but what 
a pity he cannot combine the good surgeon 
with a priestly or a poetic respect for the 
mystery of humanity, a mystery that is in 
the human body no less than in the soul. 


A Modern Parable 


The Flood of 1940 
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All Aboard for Ararat. By H. G. Wells.

An” old gentleman from an asylum calls 
on Mr. Noah Lammock. In the course 
of a conversation he manages to persuade 
Mr. Lammock that he is God Almighty, 
and that Mr. Lammock is really Noah, the 
son of Lamech. The Deity suggests to 
Noah that he should build an ark, collect 
everything worth saving, and set sail. 
This is a modern parable, a twentieth 
century version of the old tale of the flood, 
told with all Mr. H. G. Wells’s mosf 
sparkiing wit. The dialogue which takes 
place between Noah and God is the most 
delightful bantering on a serious subject, 
and at the same time most profound and 
clever. The book includes nothing that is 
not strictly: necessary to bring out the 
points at issue; it is sufficiently short and 
entertaining to appeal to all, even to those 
who cannot read Mr. Wells’s ‘‘ History of 
the World ” with avid interest. 


“We Shall Laugh ”’ 


There is one conversation which gives us 
a very true impression of Mr. Wells’s 
endless good humour :— 

““In the whole of that Bible story 
neither you nor Satan laughed. I 
never noticed that before.” 

“- I don’t remember that we ever did 
laugh. Why should we?” 

‘Flat earnest from first to last. 
That is where the new sort of man 
you have to deal with has the advan- 
tage of you; that sudden perception 
of incongruity. He laughs and the 
conquering absurdity dissolves before 
him. We shall — Laugh and begin 
again. During this flood and after 
this flood. In spite of the blood and 
tears. Nothing is intolerable, however 
monstrous it may be, when it seems to 
be absurd. Nothing. ‘Life begins 
every morning and it is fundamentally 
absurd.’ This is the greatest of dis- 
coveries.

Familiar Poems 


The publication ef this volume in the 
Sesame Books—if only for purposes of 
comparison—is a wise move on the part 
of Messrs. Faber and Faber. Some of the 
poems are familiar. ‘‘ Lights Out” is 
one of these. (“I have come to the 
borders of sleep”’). ‘‘Out in the Dark 
overstrains note after note, but it demon- 
strates that Thomas at least had the 
music in himself which most of our con- 
temporaries iack—and, since they lack, 
must condemn. Another example, of neat- 
ness almost overdone, is ,‘‘ Cock-Crow.’’ 
For those who think that Edward Thomas 
was merely wistful, or merely whimsical, 
there is “A Private.’’

NOVELS

This is a light, entertaining novel, with a 
very up-to-date cocktail-lounge atmosphere 
about it. It is short, short enough to make 
one wish there was more of it, yet not too 
short to be worth reading, The main figures 
in the story are two brothers and their re- 
spective girl friends.

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Mars in the House of Death. By Rex 
Ingram. London: Hutchinson, 8/6 net. 


Bull-fighting possesses an advantage over 
other blood sports. No huntsman ever has 
been eaten by an angry fox or hare, or even 
bitten by a captive stag, but matadors have 
been killed by bulls, and toreadors, picadors 
and banderilleros have been tossed and 
crippled for life. The bull may be certain of 
death, but at least he has a chance of doing 
some damage to his adversaries in his last, 
glorious fifteen minutes of life. As a result 
of Continental travel having been so cheap, 
many people in these islands have seen 
tauromagquia at first hand and there no longer 
is the general, ignorant conception of the 
sport as an exhibition of unrelieved cruelty, 
so common as it used to be. 

However, this review is not intended to be 
a disceurse upon bull-fighting, but rather 
upon a book on the subject, which has been 
written by Rex Ingram, the famous film 
director. It is the second excellent story of 
a matador to have reached us in recent years. 
The other was ‘‘A Matador Dies,” translated 
into English from the Sang et Lumiéres of 
Joseph Peyré. 

Rex Ingram obviously has made a close 
study of bull-fighting and bull-fighters in 
Spain and Mexico. He has made a great 
story out of sport and love; and, bull-fighting 
being different from fox-hunting,. he has an 
easy solution for a problem with which grand 
opera, in particular, has made us all familiar 
—that of a brother and sister, unaware of 
their relationship, who fall in love. and are 
about to marry. We follow Chuchito, the 
matador, from the night when his father, the 
Marques de Villalbaso, seduced a gipsy 
dancer from a café in Barcelona, :to the day 
he met the great bull, Paquiro, at thé 
corrida de toros in his home town. That 
fatal fight we read from the bull’s point of 
view.

'Rutitanian laterlude 


The fertile imagination of Anthony 
Hope never conceived 
‘‘sensational’’ or macabre than the 
sequence of events in Rumania during the 
last few days. As we write, the young 
King Michael is reported to have fled from 
Bucharest and to be either on his way 
to the Yugoslav border or in hiding on 
the outskirts of the capital. His mother, 
Queen Helen, has arrived in Rome. 
en route for Florence; and the political 
situation in Rumania is admitted even by 
the German official News Agency to be 
critical. In order to understand what has 
been happening, it is necessary to hark 
back to 1932, when the notorious ‘Iron 
Guard began to become active. This body 
of political extremists adopted the most 
violent methods in pursuit of their policy, 
which was, in eftect, to make Rumania a 
totalitarian State. The leaders of the 
Tron Guard—mostly army officers—pro- 
fessed loyalty to King Carol; but they 
made no secret of their hatred for Madame 
Lupescu, whom they openly threatened to 
assassinate. For a time, indeed, there 
seemed to be a danger that the tragedy of 
the Serbian Queen Draga would be re- 
enacted in Bucharest ; but eventually King 
Carol managed to bring the Iron Guard 
more or less under control. In 1933 
members of this organisation murdered 


was a whole series of minor assassinations 
and other acts of violence; and the Iron 
Guard established a political supremacy in 
the country, obtaining at the general 
election of 1937 such a measure of support 
that King Carol first nominated as Prime 
Minister the Rumanian poet, Goga, who 
was sympathetic with the Iron . Guard, 
although not officially one of its members, 
and then, some months afterwards, en- 
trusted the Government to a group of 
“King's Men” under the Rumanian 
Patriarch. This Government, which in- 
cluded Monsieur Calinescu as Minister of 
the Interior, dealt faithfully with the 
Iron Guard. Its leader, Codreanu, and a 
number of his friends were imprisoned 
after conviction on charges of treasonable 
correspondence with a foreign Power. After 
an interval, when Codreanu and his 
associates were being transferred from one 
prison to another by motor lorry, an effort 
was made to rescue them. Codreanu and 
thirteen others were shot ‘‘ while attempt- 
ing to escape.’’ Monsieur Calinescu showed 
no mercy to members of the Iron Guard, 
many of. whom met violent ends; and by 
the middle of 1939 the movement seemed 
almost to have disappeared. Towards the 
end of that year, however, Monsieur 
Calinescu, who, on the Patriarch’s death, 
had become King Carol’s Prime Minister, 
was waylaid and murdered in the streets.

destinies. That party, according to 
rumour, has been suppressed, or, at least, 
has been persuaded to silence, and the 
war-lords, to all appearances, have had 
their will. Yet discontent must have risen 
in Japan. The war in China has been in 
progress for three years, during which the 
plain people of Japan must have under- 
gone severe hardship. They have been 
under “‘emergency conditions’? far ldnger 
than England or Germany; and their 
standard of living, even in time of peace, 
was substantially lower than that of either 
European nation. They are, indeed, a 
warlike people, willing to endure heavy 


but they would not be human if they did 
not require some return for their sacri- 
fices—and all the indications are that they 
have enjoyed no such return. Japan has 
won notable victories over the Chinese: 
she has seized some of the wealthiest ports 
of an extremely wealthy land: she has 
gained prestige at the expense of European 
nations: she occupies thousands uf square 
miles on a very important seaboard. The 
people, however, have gained little or 
nothing. They continue to make sacrifices, 
and to enjoy nothing in return except the 
empty satisfaction of conquest. Is it too

Rugby Footbalf 
The Irish inter-provincial Rugby foot- 
‘ball games are not arousing as great 
interest as in pre-war days. A plausible 
explanation might be offered, that under 
the shadow of war even a neutral people 
cannot be expected to show its accus- 
tomed, enthusiasm for sport; but that 
explanation, if specious, is unsubstantial ; 
| for Irish horse-racing, as we have observed 
on previous occasions, is enjoying a 
tremendous popularity, and Association 
football in Dublin is attracting a run of 
excellent ‘‘ gates.” Rugby, football is not 
being neglected by spectators, but there is 
something missing from this season’s play- 
ing, and that something obviously is the 
international competition. Club Rugby is 
entitled to the admiration of all sincere 
sportsmen because it is played essentially 
for the sake of the game. Apart from a 
slight suggestion of prestige, little depends 
upon it. The players engage in it because 
they are healthy fellows,, who enjoy a 
Saturday afternoon’s vigorous participa. 
tion in a game that appeals to them. 
There is: no financial profit in the game 
for anybody. Nevertheless, in the past, 
at the backs of the minds of the keen 
spectators there usually lurked the 


internationals. Players were being viewed 
with a critical appraisement of their 
merits; they were being speculatively 
fitted into figurative trial teams fiom 
which the fifteen to represent Ireland 
would be chosen. The players themselves 
might have denied any ambitions or claims 
to international honours, but even the 
most modest of them must have cherished

The Banana Trade 


The banning of the importation of 
bananas into this country will release a 
good deal of shipping space for cargocs of 
a more important description. The banana 
boats are among the finest in the British 
Mercantile Marine, and they will now le 
used for bringing munitions and cargo 
of food of a less bulky kind. The banana 
trade with the West Indies has been 
sradually built up since 1900, and so great 

as becn the expansion of the trade that 
it employs a large fleet of vessels, all 
equipped with the most modern refrigerat. 
ing plant. Storage space for grain and 
other commodities will also be released in 
this country; for there are many large 
buildings specially constructed for the fruit 
to mature. These structures, known as 
banana conditioning sheds, are situated in 
various parts of the country, and they will 
form useful storage places for food, since 
for the most part they are situated in or 
near large centres of population. No doubt, 
the banana trade will be revived in due 
course, and in the meantime its vessels and 
storage places will be usefully employed on 
more important work. 


Perfume Sales ** Cut ’’ 


According to a Board of Trade regula 
tion, sales of perfume to retailers are to 
be cut to 25 per cent. of last yeur’s supply, 
and strong representations are being made 
by scent manufacturers against the order. 
Certain essential oils used in perfumery 
are based on those used for explosives, but 
manufacturers say that they: can use sub- 
stitute oils which are not required for 
munitions,; and that the scents most 
popular to-day can be manufactured from 
chemicals instead of from the extracts of 
flowers and herbs which in former vears 
were imported from France. The repre- 
sentative of one large firm stated to-day 
that they had sufficient stock to last tor 
eight or nine years at the normal rate oí 
production, and the cutting of their sales 
to 25 per cent. will be a serious matter.

We are steaming back to harbour, 
after having dealt another 


heavy blow-to the Italian Fleet. One 
fighter aircraft missing and two 
shell hits on the cruiser Berwick are 
our sole casualties in return for one 
Italian battleship and one cruiser tor- 
pedoed, a second cruiser set on fire 
by shelling, a third cruiser probably 
damaged in her engine room by our 
dive-bombing, two destroyers left in 
a sinking condition, and two Italian 
aeroplanes shot down. 

Some of the ships which fought beside 
us heard the results of the battle no sooner 
than the people in England. They only 
knew what happened in their own section of 
the fight. But we in the Ark Royal, with 
our aircraft as our eyes, followed the course 
of the battle minute by minute from its 
start soon after breakfast on Wednesday, 
when one of our fighters met and shot down 
m flames an Italian ‘‘spotter’’ aircraft 
which was shadowing us, while another of 
our reconnaissance acropianes warned us 
that strong units of the Italian Fleet, 
aparently unaware of our presence, were 
steaming. off South Sardinia, 

All day long our observers were sending 
back reports to Admiral Somerville, Flag 
Officer in the Renown, which had a vital 
bearing on the rapidly-changing. course of 
the battle. 


“I AM PROUD” 


What it was all over Admiral Somerville 
sent them his thanks: “I have now had an 
opportunity to study your reports, and [ 
wish to congratulate you and your ships’ 
company on the magnificent and _ resolute 
way in which you carried out your recon- 
naissance duties. As for the bombing, it 
was an inspiring sight to see the Ark Royal 
emerge from a complete curtain of water 
with every gun blazing efficiently. I am 
proud of “you.” 


ENSIGNS HOISTED 


The aeroplane which first sighted the 
Italian Fleet reported that he was out- 
numbered. But battle ensigns were hoisted 
to our masts and, with every man at action 
stations, we steamed into the fight. Our air- 
craft, dodging in the clouds above the enemy 
fleet, saw a huge shell burst around one 
cruiser, followed by an internal explosion. A 
destroyer of the Grecale class was down by 
the stern and listing to port.

TORPEDO ATTACK 


Meanwhile.a strong striking force from the 
Ark Royal had taken off, armed with heavy 
torpedoes. The target was the battleships 
now leading the Italian Fleet. The only 
method of drivmg home the attack was to 
fly over the decks of the destroyers and to 
drop torpedoes within the circle of the shielded 
battleships. They sped down from the sun. 
At the rear the Italian cruisers, still firing 
against our distant fleet, sighted our aero- 
planes before the battleships did, and gave 
warning by directing their A.A. fire against 
them, although beyond effective range. 

Then the battleshtps and destroyers opened 
fire with every short-range gun they possessed. 
Every one of our aircraft pierced the barrage, 
skimming over the surface of the water to 
release their torpedoes. Then they swung 
away, spraying the bridge and decks of the 
ships with machine-gun fire. 

_ Two of our fighters tackled the nine escort- 
ing fighters and fought them until their 
ammunition was exhausted. One British 
officer alone attacked ten Savoia bombers, and 
obliged the rearward spearhead of five of 
them to jettison their bombs two miles from

“CRUISERS WERE TO BE

The behaviour of Italian units in the 
recent naval engagement, in the Mediter- 
ranean was designed’ as a trap for the 
British forces, according to Rome Radio 
yesterday, says Press Association War

‘‘ It appears that the Italian ships were 
notified of the presence of British war- 
ships by the: Ttalian ‘aifcraft, which had 
seen them proceeding east and coming 
from Gibraltar,’’ the announcer said. The 
Itulian ships came from. twa separate 
bases, and their Commander “ hoped to 
engage the enemy in the most advantageous 
position near the Sardinian coast.” 

This ‘‘ appears to explain many things— 
above all, the intention to entice the 
British battleships close to the Sardinian 
coast.’’ , 

“To do this the Italian commander 
ordered the cruisers to attack, in the belief 
that the enemy would imagine that they 
were faced with inferior forces and would 
then be reckless enough to chase them. 

“The cruisers were to be a decoy to 
bring the British ships near the .oast and 
within range of the Italian warships. 

“The Italian cruisers rushed to attack 
large British vessels, escorted by cruisers, 
and fired over 700 rounds from a distance 
of 20,000 yards. 

“Then the Italian battieships, which 
were waiting in the background for the 
British battleships to follow in the wake 
of the Italian cruisers, opened fire. 

“ After the first salvo, however, the 
British units altered course by 90 degrees, 
thus retreating.”’

In a leading article on “ Prisoners and 
Captives" to-day, 7’he Z'imes observes that 
the official statement yesterday elaborated 
Mr. Eden’s answers early this week to ques- 
tions about British prisoners in Germany. 
Both the statement and answers show that 
continuous efforts are being made by the 
Government to alleviate the lot of those who 
have been in the enemy’s hands for nearly 
six months. For all but the few that has 
been the duration of an ordeal which, as 
prisoners in the last war will testify, sub- 
jects both character and physique to an 
extremely severe strain, and this is likely to 
increase during winter, unless relieved by 
news and by supplies from home. 

Prisoners do not, of course, have to rely 
only on ‘prisoners’ parcels.’’ Their needs 
are also supplied by ‘‘ standard parcels’’ of 
food and of clothing, and it is hoped in this 
way to ensure that every prisoner shall have 
a weekly supply of extra food. This ideal 
has probably not yet been attained. Since 
Aug. 1 340,000 parcels have been dispatched 
from all sources, and acknowledgments, which 
are now rapidly coming to hand, total. 
86,000. Moreover 149 tons of food bought 
in Switzerland have been sent to five specified 
camps, and even larger quantities of food 
from Switzerland is already being dispatched. 
More clothing is also now being delivered to 
the camps. Though these results have been 
imperfect they represent the most determined 
effort by the Red Cross and by the Govern- 
ment Departments concerned to overcome 
difficulties mainly caused by the state of 
transport in Europe, which are clearly 
greater than those existing during the last 
war, when experience showed that they were 
quite serious enough. It should be added 
(also in the light of experience gained during 
the last. war) that the Chargé d’Affatres of 
the United States in London has been asked 
to keep the British Government informed 
about the general conditions in camps and 
the arrangements of parcels. So far com- 
plaints about German failures to observe the 
conditions applicable to prisoners: of war 
seem to have been confined to reports that in 
some camps rations were not being issued on 
the same scale as to German dépét -troops; 
and in these cases strong representations 
have been made. It is earnestly to be hoped 
that they will be successful, and that the 
Germans will allow no deterioration in the 
standard of their conduct towards prisoners.

TAX DISPUTE 


DIRECTORS’ LETTER 
TO OFFICIALS 


ASSOCIATION’S VIEWS 
ON PROPOSALS

-“ 


F OUR thousand bank officials have 


refused to agree to proposals 
by the banks for a revision of their 
terms of employment, and have 
handed to their Association the 
forms, askin them to agree to these 
proposals, which they were to return 
to their employers. 

The proposals were outlined in circulars 
sent to each official by the Irish banks. 
The Irish Bank Officials’ Association, how- 
ever, holding that matters at issue between 
the banks and their staffs should be settled, 
if necessary, by arbitra.ion, requested its 
members to return the forms to the Associa- 
tion’s headquarters instead of to the banks. 
It is understood that only three or four 
forms were sent back to the banks. 


BANKS’ CIRCULAR 


The circular accompanying the forms was 
as follows :—‘‘I am to inform you that the 
directors of this bank have for a consider- 
able time had under consideration, in con- 
sultation with the other nine Irish banks, 
the effect of the steadily-increasing rates 
of income tax and of the rising cost of 
living index figure upon the cost to the 
banks of the services of their staffs. 

“You are familiar with the terms of 
the arbitration award and of the pensions 
award made in the years 1920 and 1921 
respectively. Minimum = salaries and 
pensions were, pursuant to these awards, 
fixed on the basis that they would be 
payable ‘free of income tax,’ and would 
be supplemented by a cost-of-living bonus 
based on a minimum index figure of 175, 
with certain automatic increases of salary, 
together with appropriate pensions on 
retirement. Unfortunately, neither the 
awards nor the agreement dated December 
4, 1919, under which they were made, made 
any provision for periodic revision from 
time to time, and no maxima were indicated 
either in respect of income tax or of cost- 
of-living bonus. In 1934 the banks 
adopted a revised scale of salaries for 
entrants into their service on and after 
January 1, 1934. The application of the 
recommendations of the awards has, year 
by year, cast an increasingly heavy burden 
on the banks, and since bank earnings 
have steadily declined, a situation has row 
arisen which the directors view with con- 
cern. As regards income tax, I am asked 
to remind you that in applying the prin- 
ciple of payment ‘free of income tax’ 
the banks have, in the past, computed the 
payments on behalf of officials and pen- 
sioners at the income tax appropriate to 
an unmarried person, thus giving to each 
married official and pensioner the benefit 
of the allowances for marriage and 
children, 


INCREASING TAX 


‘Income tax stood at the date of the 
arbitration award at the standard rate 
of six shillings in the pound, with the 
expectation that in the anticipated years 
of peace the rate of tax would fall. This 
expectation was, in fact, realised, but 
to-day the banks are confronted with a 
standard rate of six shillings and six- 
pence in the pound in Eire and of cight 
shillings and sixpence in the pound in 
Northern Ireland, and still further in- 
creases must be apprehended. Reductions 
in the income tax allowances and reliefs 
since the year 1920 have further increased 
the burden upon the banks. 

‘* Conditions of national emergency exist 
now such as were not, and could not, 
have been foreseen in 1920 and 1921, and 
the increased burden of taxation entailed 
thereby should be expected to fall with 
equal incidence upon all classes of citizens 
alike. It is felt by the directors that the 
officials will themselves be the first to 
recognise the inequity of a system which 
results in their enjoying, at such a time, 
advantages over other classes of the com- 
munity. 

‘Discussions extending over many 
months have taken place between the 
banks and the Executive Committee of the 
Irish Bank Officials’ Association, with a 
view to arriving, if possible, at an agree- 
ment upon certain measures’ which 
appeared to the banks to be necessary for 
the conservation of banking resources. 


EMERGENCY PROPOSALS 


“ The proposals to which the banks were 
prepared to agree for the period of the 
national emergency were, in their final 
form, briefly as follows: 

“1. Limitation of the banks’ -liability 
in respect of income tax on officials’ 
salaries and pensions to a rate not ex- 
ceeding that current at the date of the 
original award—namely, six shillings in 
the pound. 

“2, Negotiation on the question of the 
cost-of-living bonus. 

‘‘ Restriction of dividends to rates not 
exceeding those declared for the year 1959. 
(This provision was suggested so as to 
make it clear that any arrangement to 
which the officials might agree would assist 
to conserve banking resources and not be 
used to increase distributions to share- 
holders.) And 

“ 4. Further, that within one year from 
the cessation of hostilities a Joint review 
of the conditions of service (including the 
1934 scale) should take place with arbitra- 
tion in the event of agrcement not being 
reached within twelve months. 

“It is regretted that it has not been 
possible in these discussions to arrive at any 
agreement. 


DIRECTORS’ DECISION 


‘Tt is understood that the members of the 
Trish Bank Officials’ Association have declined 
by a majority to give to its Executive Com- 
mittee powers to negotiate with the banks, 
for the period oí the emergency, a tem- 

rary agreement ‘on the questions which 

ave been raised regarding income tax ind 

bonus. In view of the seriousness of the 
position the directors of this bank, in ‘ommon 
with those of all the other banks, though 
they would have greatly preferred, had it 
roved possible, that the matter -houid Lave 
bose adjusted by agreement with the Asso- 
ciation, feel that they have no alternative 
left save to take upon themselves the respon- 
sibility of dealing with the problem. In this 
connection it is desirable to refer to acircular 
letter dated 4th November, 1940, issued by 
the organising secretary of the Association 
to its members. This letter, a copy of which 
has been duly communicated to the banks, 
contains the statement that ‘thy agreements 
between the banks and the Association pro- 
vide appropriate means for dealing with any 
such questions as may be raised in the com- 
munications referred to, and neither side 
should resort to procedure other than that 
intended by their solemn agreements.’ This 
statement has greatly surprised the banks, 
inasmuch as during the full, free and exhaus- 
tive discussions extending over many months 
no such suggestion \ : at any time advanced 
by the Association.

Though the bank is advised 
that many of its officials are not entitled 
under their contracts of service to as much 
as six months’ notice, the bank, will in all 
cases give not less than six months’ notice. 
‘The directors venture to express their 
confidence that every official will fully realise 


the gravity of the present position, and will, 


therefore, be ready to facilitate the directors 
in effecting the alterations which the present 
circumstances necessitate by signifying with- 
out delay his or her agreement thereto.”’ 


ASSOCIATION’S CASE 

The association’s case is that there is no 
evidence that the application of the recom- 
mendations of the awards of 1920 and 1921 
had cast an increasingly heavy burden on the 
banks. “As for the statement that the banks 
had in the past computed the payments on 
behalf of officials and pensioners at the in- 
come tax appropriate to an unmarried person, 
this was a matter of agreement in 1920, and 
if it was right then it was right now. In- 
regard to the suggestion that the in 
burden of taxation should be expected to fall 
with equal incidence upon all classes alike, 
the association contended that bank officials 
are not relieved of the burden of taxation. 
The banks paid the exact tax due, and, if 
salaries were not paid free of tax, the salaries 
would be grossed at a higher figure. 

The ballot referred to in the letter was 
taken on the issue as to whether or not the 
members of the association would allow their 
executive committee to negotiate a settlement 
with the banks or whether they wished to 
maintain the status quo. The majority of 
the members decided that the status quo 
ought to be maintained. The stabilisation of 
the cost of living bonus at 185 for bank 
officials was an entirely different matter from 
the stabilisation at that figure for the Civil 
Service. Such stabilisation at the figure 
mentioned would mean that a bank official 
with a salary of £100 a year would get a 
bonus of £4, while the civil servant with 
the same salary would get a bonus of £80. 

In December, 1919, the association 
asserts, an «agreement was entered into 
between the Irish Bank Officials’ Associa- 
tion and the banks whereby the banks 
agreed to recognise the association as being 
entitled to speak for the banking profession 
on all matters concerning their services. 
Arising out of that agreement, awards of 
salaries and pensions and agreement on other 
matters were come to over a period of twenty 
years. Because they could not now induce 
the association to sign along the dotted line 
they sought to depart from the principle of 
collective bargaining — a principal which is 
now generally accepted in all relations 
between the employed and employers. In the 
present dispute the association only asked 
that the matters at issue be Settled, if neces- 
sary, by arbitration.

Sir Wilson Hungerford, M.P., Secretary of 
the Ulster Unionist Council, stated to-day 
that’ the statue of Lord Craigavon, the order 
for which was given several years ago, will 
not be completed for at least a year. 

In 1937 the Unionists of East Down, whom 
Lord Craigavon represented in the British 
Parliament from 1906 until 1918, decided 
that his services should be recognised, and 
they brought the matter before the Standing 
Committee of the Ulster Unionist Council. 
The suggestion was heartily approved, and 
a committee, with the Marquess of London- 
derry as chairman, and Lord Glentoran as 
honorary treasurer, was appointed to make 
the arrangements. 

Towards the end of 1937 Mr. Leonard 
Stanford Merrifield, who executed the statue 
of Lord Carson, was commissioned to do the 
work. It has now been suggested that the 
statue should become a memorial. 

There has been some spculation as to where 
it will be placed. Sir Wilson Hungerford 
said: ‘‘It will be a long time yet before Mr. 
Merrifield compketes his work. One of the 
stipulations he made when he undertook the 
commission was that it was not to be hurried.

“HEAVY ATTACK ON 
GREAT ‘OIL PLANT 


MAKING the 1,300 miles round

SECOND RAID 


“ Six weeks ago a heavy raid was made 
-on the oil: plant,” ‘says the British Air 


of the plant, one of the most important 
in Germany, the Norddeutsche Hydrier- 
werke, with an annual output of over one 
million ‘metric tons of motor fuel, was 
left gutted. Four of its six massive 
chimney stacks came tumbling down. 

‘On Thursday night identification of 
the plant gave no trouble, and bombs 
dropped the first arrival started 
immediate fires, followed by a brilliant 
explosion and a white flash among the 
buildings. Other bombers then weighed 
in, one observer reporting at least twelve 
big fires, and another counting eight more, 
as the result of his own bombing.

“Shipbuilding yards at Stettin itself 
were also bombed. Stettin, which lies 
opposite the southern coast of Sweden— 
at one period it was, in fact, a Swedish 
possession—is the capital of Pomerania, 
and since tho completion of the Berlin- 
Stettin ship canal in 1914, has been 
Berlin’s outlet to the sea.

Sidings and goods yards were bombed at 
Koblenz, Ludwigshaven and Neuff, near 
Diisseldorf, where two sharp explosions 
were seen, one two minutes and the other 
six minutes, after bombs. Bridges and 
road and railway junctions on both banks 
of the Rhine were singled out, one pilot 
reporting ‘a really large fire and bright 
explosion in the middle of it’ following 
his attack on a railway bridge between 
Mannheim and Ludwigshaven. 

““Earlier in the night other aircraft had 
ranged widely over enemy docks and 
shipping from Cuxhaven in the north to 
Le Havre in the south. Fires broke out 
in Boulogne Harbour, and at Antwerp one 
aircraft made no fewer than three pre- 
liminary runs in order to be certain of 
hitting the docks accurately.”

R.A.F. fighters 
intercepted the enemy, with the result that 
two CR, 42’s were shot down (one in flames) 
and two further enemy aircraft so badly 
damaged that it is unlikely that they were 
able to return to their base.” :

£1,100 DAMAGES FOR 
BELFAST MAN’S DEATH

by consent, to a Belfast widow, whose 
husband was stated to have died in a Royal 
Naval hospital as the result of receiving a 
wrong anzxstiétic, : 

‘A sum of £400, in addition, was awarded 
to a two-year-old daughter. i 
> The plaintiff was Isabella Crawford, 109 
Glasgow street, Belfast, and the defendant, 
Ronald Russell, a Surgeon Lieutenant-Com- 
mander in the Royal Navy. 

Mr. C. L. Sheil (instructed by Mr. Leonard 
Fox), who appeared for the plaintiff, said 
that Samuel Sloan Crawford had been an 
able seaman, and was aged twenty-six at 
the time of his death. He had been ordered 
to undergo an operation in a Royal Naval 


‘hospital, and had been given the wrong 


anesthetic, with the result that death 
occurred. _ 
The Admiralty had admitted liability. 
The consent originally provided that £1,300 
be paid to the widow in full settlement of 
all claims, and that £200 be paid to the 
daughter, Margaret Bella Crawford. The 
General’ Solicitor for ‘Minors, however, 
recommended ‘that .the widow should receive 
only £1,100 and the daughter £400.

OWNSPEOPLE wonder why it should 
& be necessary for farmers to borrow 

money now for houses, plant and 
stock after being in possession of our own 
farms for more than half-a-century. They 
look upon the suggestion of loans as part 
of the ramp of the last few years, when 
Codlin and Short were taking turns in 
weeping for “the poor farmer,” who paid 
for the onion that made the tears possible 
and the handkerchief that dried them. 

Country people know that they want loans 
for what is called capital expenditure, but 
believe that these can be provided from some 
source other than. the farmers themselves. 
They point vaguely to England forgetting 
that there the persons employed in agricul- 
ture number only 7 per cent. of the popula- 
tion, so that assistance through general 
levies, tax on consumers, or a distribution 
of the required finances over all the tax- 
payers is easy and effective. Here the farmer 
is to a great extent the taxpayer in spite 
of himself, just as he is the purchaser, 
instead of the producer, of much of the 
food used on the farm. 

In this, as in short-term loans, no Govern- 
ment will undertake to invest national capital 
if that capital is likely to be lost, be unpro- 
ductive, be a burden on the whole com- 
munity by being withdrawn from the ordi- 
nary functions of everyday development. A 
loan to Irish farmers would fulfil all these 
conditions. As a nation we have borrowed 
for other purposes, we should borrow for this 
on the security of the land annuities, setting 
up a sinking fund to wipe out the loans in, 
say, twenty years. 


WHY IT IS NEEDED 


Before showing why such loans could not 
fail to be productive, let us glance at the 
reason for their necessity. In England the 
landlord built and maintained the residence 
and out-offices, did all-draining and fencing, 
maintained the fertility of the land by 
bonuses and allowances to tenants, who 
bought fertilisers or high-power feeding- 
stuffs like oil-cake. At the beginning of the 
century English farms were comfortable busi- 
nesses which had been growing in produc- 
tiveness and in the capacity for production, 
through the accumulated savings of a cen- 
tury. 

When the Irish farmer became the owner 
of his land it was already impoverished, the 
necessary farm buildings had never been built, 
and there was neither the machinery, foun- 
dation stock nor money to pay wages, which 
would have made farming profitable. Those 
of us who had, or acq™ired, farms had little 
credit and little cash, and almost everyone 
of us began the deadly struggle 
with galvanised iron—the ‘tin’ roofs 
that make the country an eyesore. We 
bought ten sheets of ‘‘tin”’ and put it on the 
end of the thatched or slated roof; we bought 
more and knocked up a calf-house or a 
poultry-house; we stuck tin roofed cowhouses 
and stables around the old mud walls; made 
partitions’ of meal boxes or crooked larch 
poles, and (cement was dear) put in floors 
vf rocks or earth that would take more men 
to keep clean than would have tilled a few 
acres of soil. A working farmer who talked 
of giving his cattle light and ventilation was 
regarded as a braggart, if not a fool. A 
barn for storing corn was infrequent, and we 
threshed as early as we could, competing for 
the mill to do it, and cut one another’s 
economic throat by flooding the markets with 
oats and barley. 


QUEER RESULTS 


This absence of house room led to curious 
results. We had nowhere to store barley 
meal or ground oats of our own, so we got 
into the habit of buying a sack of yellow 
meal or pollard, and then we bought every- 
thing we could and produced as little as we 
re 6 Few farmers knew or cared that half 
the pollard and feeding-stuffs they got was 
utter rubbish, and a whole hierarchy of im- 
porters and middlemen had grown up to 
prove that you could not feed pigs 
except with the miraculous bag. In 1955 
when the West Scotland College and its 
University of Illinois gave as the results of 
long experiments announced that barley meal 
and separated milk was the most economical 
form of pig ration about one farmer in ten 
thousand heard of it. What our Press friends 
call the psychology of the farmer changed. In 
contradiction to the farmer, whose house and 
haggard was full of food—oatmeal, wheatmeal, 
bran, potatoes, fruit, vegetables, ontons—there 
arose the picture of the man whose house 
held nothing, and who went to town once a 
week for a stone of flour and a bag of maize. 
These ‘‘straw haulers’’ advertised themselves 
as wise guys, who let the shopkeeper store 
and invest for them, and from among them 
were recruited the playboys and resolution 
passers that still poison public life. As 
emphasised in a previous article, the lack of 
education made their existence possible. 
Winter-dairying ceased because we had ro 
food for the cows, and summer butter-making 
ceased because it was less fag to send tho 
milk to the creamery, and as we had no 
buttermilk to make soda bread, our women- 
folk stopped baking and knittmg and a great 
deal of cooking, and are now good or in- 
different typists in the cities and towns, 


WHERE TO BEGIN 


The Government have done something in 
the way of providing grants for building or 
repairing farm houses, but it is all too piece- 
meal, too haphazard. People will not live 
in town or country in cold, damp, dilapidated 
houses, and it must be the aim of the nation 
to provide suitable houses with adequate 
heating, lighting, water and sewers, There 
must also be provision of farm buildings, 
possibly along the same lines as now exists 
for hay barns. There must be the utmost en- 
ange as well as help for the farmer 
who drains or reclaims marsh bog or moun- 
tain, There must be a system whereby a 
young farmer can plan for the future—get 
at least one or two pedigree animals of each 
class of stock, lay down gardens or orchards, 
plant shelter belts, and generally live a com- 
fortable life. Few people realise the fearful 
price we are paying now because we do not 
make these things possible—the wasted lives 
and wasted land, the disease, discontent,

Highfjeld road, Rathgar, 
Dublin, former Deputy Keeper of the 
Public Records and Keeper of State Papers, 
Ireland, was referred to in a construction 
summons taken out by Mr. J. A. O'Connell, 
retired Inspector of National Schools, Cran- 
more House, Sligo. 

The summons was put in the judge’s list 
for next Monday week. 

It was stated by Mr. Carson, K.C., who, 
with Mr. P, McGilligan (instructed by Mr. 
Patrick D. O’Grady), appeared for Mr. 
O’Connell, the only surviving executor, that 
the late Mr. McEnery left assets valued at 
about £37,000. 

Mr. Michael J. Ryan, K.C., and Mr. P. 
Bourke (instructed by Mr. Joseph Barrett) 
appeared for Mrs. Geraldine Castle McEnery, 
Glandore, Highfield road, Rathgar, the 
widow; Barra’ OBriain, K.C., and Mr. 
Gogarty (instructed by Mr. James O'Doherty) 
for the children of Mrs. Mabel Mary 
McEnery, Rosemount, Rochdale road, Black- 
ley, England, next-of-kin; Mr. P. J. 
McEnery, K.C., and Mr. D’Arcy (instructed 
by Mr. W. Bovle Fawsitt) for other next-of- 
kin, and Mr. John 8. O'Connor, solicitor, for 
the Attorney-General. 

Mr. Carson said that under the terms of 
the will Mrs. McEnery, the widow, became 
entitled to a life estate in the dividends of 
‘the remainder of the money, stocks, shares, 
and so forth,” which were to be invested, 
and there was a peculiar residuary clause in 
the will which it was necessary to have con- 
strued by the Court, and the question would 
arise whether it was a charitable bequest or 
not. 

The clause stated: *‘ The remainder of my 
money, stocks, shares, and so forth, is to be 
invested and the dividends thereon paid to 
my said wife during her life. After the 
death of my said wife I direct that the 
moneys then invested stocks, and so forth, 
shall be regarded as a trust fund for en- 
abling the sons and daughters and male 
descendants of my brothers to obtain profes- 
sions, each student to receive one hundred 
pounds yearly for a reasonable time from 
the dividends arising from said trust fund; 
and if a sufficient number of suitable students 
shall not be forthcoming in any one year to 
exhaust the dividends, the unexpended 
balance shall be invested and added to the 
trust fund. The executors are to nominate 
the first three trustees of this fund, and the 
number of trustees is to be kept up to three 
by co-option. The trustees are to decide 
who are to be the beneficiaries when more 
suitable students offer than the dividends can 
meet.”’

He complained 
of pains im hts head and mumbled indistinct 
words, On May 11th, when walking in the 
exercise ring, Doherty said, “Look at all 
the people looking at me.” After such at- 
tacks Doherty would lie.down on the grass

WANDERING STATEMENTS 


Wr. Harold J. Swan, medical officer, Sligo 
Prison, said that from his observations he 
ad come to the conclusion on May 2nd 
that Doherty was insane. He put Doherty 
4 association with two other people to be 
pt under observation. On May 6th he was 
-till making wandering statements. 

Mr. Justice Maguire—I don’t consider his 
previous statements very wandering. 

Dr, Swan—l think they are wandering 
statements—a person in prison saying people 
were following him or calling to him. 

In further evidence, the witness said that 
Doherty, in his opinion, was suffering from 
minor epilepsy. Assuming that the crime 
was committed by Doherty, the witness was 
of opinion from Doherty’s mental condition 
that the person who committed the murder 
was suffering from acute mania. He was of 
low mental type. He could not read or 
write, 

Mr. Murnaghan—Is not it absolutely essen- 
iil to determine the state of mind of any 
person that one should know the history of 
the person for a considerable period pre- 
viously? 

Witness—Yes, if you were going to certify 
him as an insane person. My responsibilities 
were released by the sacneval of the prisoner 
to Mountjoy, where he would come under 
alienists, 

John Houton, Ballyhillion, said that his 
father and Doherty’s great-grandfather were 
brothers. The witness’s sister Cassie was 39 
years in & mental hospital. His daughter 
llen also had been in a mental hospital, 
and his uncle, Patrick Houton, was in Derry 


_ Asylum and died in Letterkenny Asylum. 


Dr. Wilham A. Cooke, visiting assistant 
medical officer at Mountjoy Prison since 1914, 
said that after several medical examinations 
and observations he had come to the conclu- 
sion that Doherty was insane, Since Doherty 
had been in Mountjoy his condition had im- 
proved—very slowly at first, but later much 
more rapidly. : 

In reply to Mr. M. McGilligan, witness said 
he thought the man was insane, suffering from 
mania on April 19, assuming he committed 
the crime. 

in reply to Mr. McCarthy, K.C., the 
witness said that in a condition of acute mania 
it was almost certain that he did not know 
what he was doing. 

Mr. McCarthy—Were you aware at the time 
that the principal warder had stated that the 
accused man was behaving normally, except 
when he knew he was under observation ? 

Witness—That was his report. 


PRE-DISPOSED TO INSANITY 


Dr. P. J. Courtney, R.M.S., Letterkenny 
Mental Hospital, said that he Aad found one 
EE sign indicative of insámty—-a very 
igh, narrow palate, a stigma of degenera- 
tion, and showing a family disposition to 
insanity. Doherty was sane now, but would 
be pre-disposed to insanity. 

In reply to Mr. Murnaghan, the witness 
said that Doherty the previous day had told 
him he was the youngest of sixteen children, 
and that two of his brothers had died since 
his arrest. The death of his third brother 
a year ago had upset him. He had sat up for 
five weeks with that brother, and it played on 
his mind. He drank heavily. He drank 
poteen and rum. A brother of his who was 
brought home from abroad used to follow 
imaginary people, and used to say. that the 
dead were following him, and that he was 
going “ to lift’’ them. The witness had had 
no opportunity of confirming the prisoner’s 
statement. 

Dr. Dunne, Chief Medical Superintendent, 
Grangegorman Mental Hospital, said that he 
examined Doherty on 8th June, at Mountjoy, 
and did not arrive at any settled conclusion, 
but did suspect that he was malingering, and 
that some of the symptoms were put on for 
his benefit. He made another examination 
on 17th October, and there was a complete 
change for the better in his conversation, and 
the witness formed the opinion that Doherty 
Was insane at the time of his previous 
examinations, and that the type of insanity 
was mania, 

To Mr. Justice Maguire, the witness said 
that it was a difficult thing to say a con- 
siderable time after the event as to whether a 
man was or was not sane at the time. All 
medical science could do was express an 
opinion. 

The evidence for the defence was concluded, 
and Mr. P. J. Roe addressed the jury for the 
defence. 

Mr. Murnaghan thep addressed the jury on 
behalf of the State, and the case was ad- 
journed ‘until to-day at 10 a.m,

TOLERANCE IN THE NORTH 


TO THE EDITOR OF TITE [IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—Mr, de Valera, leis in the Dail 
yesterday, said: ‘‘It is one of the sad things 
about, modern social order that, you can get 
for military defence purposes people to bear 
burdens which they are not, prepared to bear 
to deal with some of our social evils.’’ 

I do not believe, from my experience of 
people in this State, that they are not, pre- 
pared to bear búrdens to deal with our 
social evils, I believe, if they know about 
these evils, that they will be prepared to 
““bear one another's burdens and so fulfil 
the law of Christ.' They have not yet been 
asked to bear the burdens which, under our 
present economic system, will be necessary 
to deal with social evils effectively. It may 
be that one of the advantages of this corre- 
spondence will be to make these evils more 
widely known to the public, and I am still 
hoping that another will be that Mr. Healy 
will use his great talents as a propagandist 
‘in this cause. 

There is no doubt whatever that Roman 
Catholic non-transferred schools are treated 
exactly the same, as far as grants from 
public funds are concerned, as other non- 
transferred schools in the North. Yet Mr, 
Healy again repeats that Roman Catholic 
children attending the elementary schools in 
the Six Counties are the only people who 
have been penalised. The most charitable 
conclusion I can come to is that he has 
repeated this so often in his propaganda 
that he has come to believe it himself. He 
must, however, make allowance for other 
people who refuse to believe what is not in 
accordance with the truth. 

He is correct in the inference drawn from 
the words of the Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Derry. It is news to me, however, that all 
employers in the North are the limeal 
descendants of the Planters, and that the 
capital for the industrial concerns, such as 
the shirt factories in Londonderry or the 
shipyards and other industries in Belfast, 
came from the confiscation of the lands of 
the natives. 

My object in drawing attention to the 
Bishop’s words was to show the effect of the 
utterances to which Mr. Healy rightly takes 
exception, and to suggest that the effect is 
nil. - I believe that other utterances by 
militant politicians on this side of the Border 
should also be condemned. I do not believe 
that the Northern Parliament is a sectarian 
institution, whatever politicians may say, any 
more than I believe that the Parliament in 
this State is a sectarian Parliament because 
the State is described as a ‘Catholic ” State. 

I have in my possession information which 
refutes the statements made by Mr. Healy in 
connection with housing in Enniskillen, the 
‘‘jerrymandering bomb '' which destroyed the 
Urban Council, and the past and present 
financial arrangements for the secondary 
schools in Enniskillen, but, when I find from 
this correspondence how Mr.. Healy reacts to 
facts in connection, for example, with the non- 
transferred schools, I have decided not to 
waste my time or your space in publishing it. 

I have every sympathy with legitimate 
claims for proper representation, and I wish 
Mr. Healy every success in his agitation. At 
the same time I would ask him in this agita- 
tion not to use the terms “' Nationalist’? and 
“Catholic ” as synonymous. I hope that the 
time will come when he and his friends will 
have full representation, not only in the State, 
but also in the government of his Church. 

In conclusion, as Mr. Healy has referred to 
this matter several times in his last letter, 
may I say again that I am not a politician. I 
am not a member of the Unionist or any 
other political party. I have no Unionist 
“‘friends’’ in that sense. I am not a spokes- 
man of the despoiler. The only political party 
I was ever interested in was the Labour Party 
in the days when I was a trade unionist, and 
I would still support in any way I can the 
social policy of that party.—Yours, etc.,

AN APPRECIATION 
(By K. D. B. D.) 


The announcement of the death of Edward 
Travers Crozier, formerly Rector of St. 
George’s, Dublin, and sometime Archdeacon 
of North Queensland, will awaken many 
memories among those who knew him in 
his Dublin days. These memories the writer 
cannot share, nor can he claim to have made 
his acquaintance until the year 1929. But 
that brief acquaintance, coupled with the 
tributes of many who knew him, may justify 
this brief reference. 

Subsequently to sg, | curate, and 
later rector, of St. George 's, Dublin, Edward 
Crozier’s home from the age of twelve 
months was under the very shadow of the 
spire of St. George’s Church. Here were 
spent all his childhood’s and boyhood’s years, 
and in many branches of parochial life he 
and his family took an active part. His 
first curacy was that of St. Luke s, Belfast, 
which was the only other parish in the 
Church of Ireland, in addition to St. 
George’s, Dublin, in which he ministered, 
and it is in itself a tribute to him that, 
having been curate of these two parishes, 
he afterwards became in turn rector of 
each of them. After two years in his first 
curacy: he returned to Dublin, where he 
ministered for the next eleven years as 
curate of his home parish. 

Already he was well known as a lay 
worker there; his curacy days in the paris 
marked him out as a man of tremendous 
energy. ‘‘ Crozier was always rushing round 
the parish, doing one thing or another; he 
never seemed to sit still,” was the remark 
made by one parishioner. One thing worthy 
of mention was his Dickens-like affection 
for the children, a trait in him still vividly 
remembered by those who have now pass 
their childhood’s years. He took a leading 

rt in the building of St. George's 

arochial Schools, but a building far more 
closely identified with his zeal is St. Aidan’s 
Church, the erection of which, to take the 
place of the old church on Glonliffe road, 
was largely due to his unremitting toil and 
to the enthusiasm which he kindled in others. 
The closing year of his curacy days was 
saddened by the sudden death, at Divine 
Service in St. George’s Church, of his 
herself a zealous worker in the 


George’s Cemetery. 

Crozier’s appointment as Rector of St. 
Luke’s, Belfast, was followed a few years 
later by his return to Dublin for the second | 
time, now to become Rector of St. George s. 
Two of those who had been his fellow- 
curates in St. George s when he was curate 
there were still in the same posts when he 
returned as rector, and had thus the ex- 
perience of having their former colleague as 
their new rector. It is conceivable taat this 
might not be to the taste of every man. 
But to the two concerned—one of whom is 
now a Canon of Christ Church—it only 
strengthened the bond of fellowship already 
existing between them; the two short years 
of Crozier’s Incumbency in St. George's re- 
newed happy friendships, and afforded his 
energy still greater scope in a sphere already 
so familiar to him. 

A shepherd who knew and loved his flock, 
he was yet no ‘‘ Vicar of Bray,’’ but a man 
whose actions were guided by what he 
deemed to be the best course, even though it 
might not commend itself to all. When at- 
tending a missionary meeting in 1909, he 
heard an appeal for a man in his prime, and 
with some considerable parochial experience, 
to volunteer for the post of head of the Bush 
Brotherhood in North Queensland. Crozier 
then had no domestic ties, and, although he 
had no previous intention of offering himself, 
felt that this was a call to him. He accord- 
ingly volunteered for the post, and was ac- 
cepted, and a packed church heard his fare- 
well sermon in St. George’s in April of that 
year. One who was present testifies to the 
emotion felt on that occasion. Describing the 
ae ge ceremony, at which Edward, 

ravers Crozier was presented with farewell 
gifts, the '“ Parish Magazine’’ stated that 
“there was throughout the whole evening 
a mixture of that affectionate enthusiasm 
which the rector’s personality never failed | 
to inspire, constantly chastened by the poig- 

iat gó 


nant regret that this was a 
him.”’ 

His career in Australia, where he became 
Archdeacon of North Queensland, and whe 
he stayed for ten years, followed by iis 
ministry since then in various English towna 
country parishes, was marked by the same 
gifts which had characterised him in earlier 
years. When a distressing affliction a f 
years ago curtailed his activities, and made 
it necessary for him to seek a less ardu 
sphere, he resolved, like Milton in his blind- 
ness, to endure his limitations, and to yse 
them to do still as much as was Me™ vy 
And in the hearts and lives of all to whom 
he ministered, Edward Travers Crozier ha 
the Horatian epitaph may have become pit. 
tudinous by repetition, but it is justi 
here—built, for himself a monument ' more 
lasting than bronze.

DEATH AFTER 
BOXING PRACTICE 


“A RARE HAPPENING”

ENNISKILLEN, Friday. 
‘Both men were laughing. I had to tell 
them to keep their jaws closed,” “said 


Sergeant Ashfield, when giving evidence at 
an inquest at Enniskillen to-day on Con- 


stable William J. Armstrong, aged 21, a 
recruit in the Royal Ulster Constabulary 
Dépot, Enniskillen, who died from the 


effects of an injury ‘received when he was 
taking part in boxing lessons. Armstrong, 
a native of Greenan, County Tyrone, was 
sparring with Constable Samuel Fox. Both 
were using sixteen ounce gloves, 

Sergeant Ashfield, recreational training 
instructor, in the course of his evidence, 
said that after the men had been sparring 
about a minute he saw Fox strike Armstrong 
with a straight left to the face. Armstrong 
“fell back towards me. 1 thought he had lost 
his balance, and I caught hold of him under- 
neath the armpits. He felt all right, and 
he just shook his head.’’ Armstrong was 
sponged with cold water, and after that he 
took a weak turn, sagged at the knees and 
lost power of himself. He was taken to the 
medical officer, who had him removed to 
hospital. 

Fox and Armstrong had been in good 
spirits and on friendly terms. 

Dr. H T. Fleming, medical superinten- 
dent of the county hospital, said that very 
extensive haemorrhage over the surface of 
the brain was the cause of death. This was 
a rare happening. The brain got a sudden 
jar and a small blood-vessel was torn as a 
result. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical testimony that death had 
been caused as the result of a blow; that 
the whole thing was purely accidental, and 
that no blame attached to anyone.

Popularity of the Green Faoi i 


The sixth annual general meeting of the 
Stephen's Green Cinema, Ltd., was held at 
127 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin yesterday, 
before a large attendance of shareholders.

This, together with the 
balance carried forward of £531, made a total 
of £3,279 at the credit of the profit and loss 
account. -A dividend of 3} per cent. on the 
Preference Shares, which involved the sum of 
£1,950, was passed unanimously, leaving a 
balance of £1,329 to be carried to the next 
accounts. 

The Chairman, in the course of his remarks, 
reierred to the popularity of the house and 
the immensely increased attendances during 
the year, and gave figures in support of this. 
He further referred to the good work of the 
manag ng director, the managers and staff 
during the period. It was also made known 
that the restaurant attached to the cinema 
-woula ve closed during the coming week for 
re-decoration and equipment, and would re- 
open under the direct management of the 
cinema company. 

The Chairman (Mr. R. G. H. Russell), 
being the retiring director, was unanimously 
re-elected to the Board. The auditors 
(Messrs. Peterson, Morrison and Co.) were 
also unanimously re-elected. oe 


Army Orders for Newbridge 
Cutlery ; 


Mr. J. J. McQuillan Chairman, speaking 
at the annual meeting of the Newbridge 
Cutlery Co., Ltd., in Dublin yesterday, said 
that the year just past had been a very 


difficulties, the net profit for the year was 
increased by approximately £700. 

Owing to an unexpected rush of army 
orders during the year it was found necessary 
to engage sixty to seventy additional hands. 
This, to the ordinary person outside, looked 
splendid, said the chairman, but in reality

They hoped shortly to 
instal a further power hammer in the forge 
to cope with rush orders when the occasion 
arose. He said the raw material position was 
satisfactory, though Government contracts 
took quite a bit out of their reserve. He 
would make no promises, but the directors 
would spare no efforts to keep up the steady 
progress of the company. The report and 
accounts were unanimously adopted. 


““ Gold Fields '’ Disappoints 


The recent cut’ in the final dividend of Con- 
solidated. Gold Fields of South Africa to 64 
per cent., making a total of 10 per cent., 
agamst 16} per cent., was, if anything, rather 
a disappointment in market circles. But the 
company’s financial year, running to Jnne 30 
last, covered a period which saw the outbreak 
of war and the consequent contraction of 
market activity. This latter factor is of the 
first importance to mining finance companies 
inasmuch as it affects revenue derived from 
share dealing operations. The experience of 
the Gold Fields during 1939-40 will not, there- 
fore, be considered surprising. The full 
accounts do not reveal where this diminution 
of income of the fully-owned operating sub- 
sidiary, New Consolidated Gold Fields, 
occurred, since revenue is lumped together as 
one omnibus item. Gross income is shown at 
£739,218 against £1.070,327, and there is a 
net profit of £663,639, against £997,048. No 
reserve is allowed for U.K. taxation, against 
£42.900 in 1938-39, but—and this was to be 
expected—a much greater allowance has been 
deemed necessary for depreciation, the sum 
of £1,370,000 being taken from profits for ‘his 
purpose, . compared with £550,000 in the 
previous year. And even after the lower rate 
of distribution and the bringing in of 
£1,000,000 from reserve the carry-forward is 
reduced from £228,228 to £162,025. 


Exchequer Bonds . 

There js quiet buying of Irish Government 
Funds, which has caused a small recovery in 
values. Exceptionally, 4 p.c. Exchequer Bonds 
are rather on the dull side, and are at present 
obtainable around 1053. At this price they 
give a return of £3 15s. 8d. per cent., which 
is quite an attractive yield from a holding 
of this class. Furthermore, the present price 
is full of dividend, for the half-year’s payment 
is due on the Ist January next. One of the 
mair. attractions of this stock is that holders 
can convert at par into any similar issue that 
the Government may make during the period 
of emergency or for six months after its ter- 
minatron. This protects holders in the case 
of a rise in interest rates. 


Iron and Steel Shares 


Dealers in Iron and Steel shares were 
shocked by the announcement of a dividend 
of only 6 per cent. on the £1 Ordinary shares 
of the South Durham Steel and Iron Com- 
pany for the year to September 30 last, as 
this compared with 12 per cent. for the pre- 
vious year. The Ordinary shares were 1m- 
mediately offered, and yesterday they closed 
a further 2s. 6d. down at 20s. It had been 
widely anticipated that this company’s dis- 
tribution would be at least maintained, as 
the industry generally is prosperous and the 
lowest dividend paid since 1933-34 by South 
Durham was 9 per cent. In 1936-357 an 
E.P.T. standard year, as much as ló per 
cent. was paid. Only exceptional capital ex- 
penditure can account for the reduced divi- 
dend. Iron and Steel shares were unsettled 
by this announcement and to some extent 
hy the statement of the deferring of Allied 
lronfounders’ Ord. dividend until the end of

The Egyptian Government has been asked 


by Sayed Moursy Bey, member of the] 


Chamber for Alexandria, to define its policy 
in face of Italian air raids, He has tabled 
the following question to the Prime Minister : 

“‘ Raids of a violent nature have been made 
on Alexandria, resulting in a serious loss uf 
life and damage of property. Italian troops 


have actually advanced into Egyptian terri- 


tory: Does the Egyptian Government still 
consider such acts as being not of a hostile 
nature and Italy a friendly Power?” 

One of the many stringent measures 
adopted, in Egypt, with a view to the si- 
bility of an intensification of air raids, is 
a police ‘order, calling for the immediate 
registration of all feluccas (high-masted Nile 
boats), motor cars, 'buses and lorries. These

PERMANENT __ 
- PLOUGHING ~. 
COMMITTEES 


LANS are now being made by the 
P National Ploughing Association for the 
organisation of ploughing competitions 
in every county in Eire, with the champions 
from each area competing in a junior and, 
senior championship of the whole of Eire. 
There will also be a junior inter-county con- 
test, confined to. counties which have not 
hitherto competed in the All-Eire champion- 
ship. <A special effort is being made to ex- 
tend the inter-county ploughing contests, 
under the rules of the N.P.A., to the coun- 
ties of Monaghan, Cavan, Donegal, Leitrim, 
Roscommon, Mayo, Sligo and Clare. 
Towards this end a conference has been 
called of delegates from the County Commit- 


on the same date, between the 2nd and the 
6th of December. Mr. J. J. Bergin, Hon. 
Secretary, National Ploughing Association, 
Maybrook, Athy, is making the arrangements. 
If, as he suggests, every county in Eire 
established a permanent ploughing commit- 
tee, comprised of five members of the County 
Committee of Agriculture, and one member 
from each district committee, farmers would 
take a greater interest in ploughing. Then,. 
' indeed, would every part of the country he 
fully represented at the inter-county cham- 
pionship each year, : 


SOW WHEAT NOW 


Experienced wheat-growers need not be 
reminded that better crops are almost in- 
variably obtained from wheat sown in 
autumn and early winter than from later 
sowings of winter wheat or from spring 
varieties. Every opportunity should, there- 
fore, be availed of to sow winter wheat 
during the next few weeks: Imported seed’ 
of winter varieties can be obtained through 
the usual channels, and home-grown seed 
from the past season's crop is also available. 
The latter seed is generally of excellent. 
quality. In most cases it: has been re- 
cleaned, and growers need have no hesitation 
in using it instead of the more expensive im- 
ported seed. 

Farmers who have reserved seed for their 
own use are’ advised by the Department ce‘ 
Agriculture to reclean it before sowing. A 
hand winnower, which is still available on 
many farms, will, in the absence of more 
elaborate facilities, greatly improve the 
appearance and quality of the sample. Where 
any doubt exists in — to the quality of 
the seed a sample should be sent for a germi- 
nation test to the Department’s Secd Testing 
Station. All growers are advised to treat 
their seed before sowing with one of the 
powder dressings recommended by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. i 
-Apart from the desirability of sowing 
winter wheat now, difficulties may arise later 
owing to shortage of seed of spring varieties. 

In the case of oats and barley, many 
farmers are holding over larger supplies than 
usual for feeding farm live-stock. 


OATS AND BARLEY FOR . 
MAIZE. MEAL MIXTURE 


In connection with the agreement made by 
maize millers in this country to purchase oats 
and barley for inclusion in the maize meal 
mixture, the Minister for Agriculture has 
issued a warning. Speculative buyers of these 
cereals, and more especially barley, who 
intend to hold up stocks in order to cause a 
rise in prices, and then dispose of the produce 
to maize millers, will be dealt with under the 
Emergency Powers Act, 1939, in regard to 
the regulation and control of supplies of 
essential commodities. ‘The speculators in 
question will be regarded as interfering with 
the regular flow of feeding stuffs to stock- 
feeders and so acting against the interests of 
the State. It is stated that the speculative 
buyers referred to are not maize millers or 
acting as agents of millers. 


SUGAR BEET—A 
VALUABLE CASH CROP 
Although there have been occasional 

disputes between organised beet growers and 
the Irish Sugar Company, many beet growers 
have found the crop to be extremely valuable. 
This remark applies particularly to small 
holdings where the growth of sugar beet does 
not impose extra demands on labour. ‘The 
crop’ was introduced in order to provide 
farmers in the barley growing areas with an 
additional cash crop, and in that respect the 
venture has been justified. Where ordinary 
care is taken in _ cultivation, sugar 
beet provides a cash return at a 
time of year when it is most required. 
During the past season the total area under 
sugar beet was increased by one-third, the 
extent of land under contract being 60,840 
acres. This produced crops of such high 
sugar content that a sum of £2,000,000 has 
been paid to growers, about twice the amount 
paid during the previous season. Besides 
providing a new source of income for farmers, 
the establishment of four beet sugar factories 
has gone a long way towards helping other 
industries, and so increasing employment, 
even though it be seasonal. In addition, the 
country is now in a position to produce at 
least 75 per cent. of its sugar requirements, 
and if another 10,000 acres are put under 
beet there is no reason why sugar should 
have to be imported. The sugar company is 
now asking farmers to sign contracts, and 
no doubt in view of the prospects they will 
do so without delay. 


THE SEED POTATO 
The production of seed potatoes in’ Ireland 
has now developed to such an extent that an 
export trade has been firmly established, after 
making full provision for home requirements. 
This season the Department of Agriculture 
has arranged to permit, under licence, the 
export. of seed potatoes in order, as far as 
possible, to retain the business built up with 
considerable effort. 
Potatoes are an. excellent crop for newly- 
ploughed grass-land, on which they will re- 
uire no farmyard manure. Wireworm is a 
anger certainly, but it will not be serious if 
the grass-land is properly ploughed, The 
important thing is to turn the turf rtght down 
to the bottom of the furrow. A skim coulter 
fitted in front of the breasts will do this.

‘‘Later, during an individual combat, 
one of our fighters collided with another 
CR 42, and the Italian aircraft crashed in 
flames. The pilot of the British aircraft 
was seen descending by parachute, but has 
not yet been locat On the previous day 
fighters of the same squadron intercepted 
a formation of CR. 42’s. One enemy air- 
craft was sent down in flames and another 


disappeared behind the hills out of control. 


OTHER ATTACKS 

“Bomber aircraft of the R.A.F. also 
carried out raids at Santo Quaranto, where 
destroyers were bombarding the island of 
Corfu. The enemy vessels fled at the 
ppprene of our aircraft. Attacks were 
also made on Durazzo and Elbasan. At 
Santo Quaranto, where shipping was 
attacked, bombs were seen to explode on 
the wharves. At Durazzo and Elbasan all 
the bombs fell in the target area. Various 
reconnaissance flights were also carried out 
in Greek and Italian coastal waters. 

“ From all these operations only two of 
our aircraft failed to return to their basses, 
one being the fighter which was involved 
in the collision with the Italian aircraft.’”’
